INDIAN TRAINING, 


How the Mother Teaches the Child 
Nasal Breathing. 


The Indian believes absolutely in 
nasal breathing. — ‘‘Again and 
again,’’ writes Mtr. George Whar- 
ton James in ‘‘What the White 
Race May Learn from the Indian,”’ 
“have I seen the Indian mother, as 
soon as the child was born, watch 
it to see if it breathed properly. If 
not, she would at once pinch the 
child’s lips together, and keep them 
pinched unti! the breath was taken 
in and exhaled easily and natural- 
ly through the nostrils. If this did 
not answer, she would take a strip 
of buckskin, and tie it as a band- 
age below the chin and over the 
crown of the head, serving the jaws 
together; and then, with another 
bandage of buckskin, she covered 
the lips of the little one. Thus the 
habit of nasal breathing was form- 
ed immediately the child saw the 

‘light, and it knew no other method. 

“But not only do the Indians 
breathe through the nose; they are 
also experts in the art of deep 
breathing. When I first began to 
visit the Hopis, in northern Arizo- 
na, I was awakened every morn-

Speaking of the future devel- 
opment of Western Canada, 
Hugh McKellar ,Moose Jaw, says 
that a feature of the rapid pro- 
gress in Western Canada will be 
in the building up of industries 
to convert raw material into the 
finished product. When blocks 
of landcan no longer be secured 
by speculators on small cash 
payments to be turned over to 
actual settlers in a few months or 
even a year at great profits, cap- 
italists will turn their attention 
to industries that will yield them 
remunerativé profits from year 
to year for ail time to come. The 
principle underly such industrial 
works is the same as now applies 
to banks. Banks are not specu- 
ulators, they depend whol 
on dividends. Flour mulls, flax 
mills, tanneries, woollen mills, 
creameries, brick plants, sewer 
pipe plants, will all be found safe 
investment for capital, for the 
raw materialis with us and the 
consumption of the finished pro- 
duct will always be within our 
own borders. The same may be 
said regarding the manutacture 
of ail kinds ot wood work, for in 
some portion of the three prairie 
provinces timber found 
abundance,

Synopsis of Canadian North-west 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


Any even numbered sections of 
Dominion Lands in Manitoba, 
saskatchewan and Alberta, except- 
ig 8 and 26, notreserved, may be 
somesteaded by any person who is 
the sole head of the family, or any 
male over 18 yearsof age, to the 
extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less, 


Application for entry must be 
made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or Sub- 
igency for the district in which 
the land is situated, Eutry by 
proxy may, however, be made at 
an Agency on ceitain conditions by 
the father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister ot an intending 
homesteader, 


The homesteader is required to 
pertorm the homestead duties under 
one of the following plans: 

(t) At least six months’ resid- 


ence upon and cultivation of the 
land jn each year for three years, 

(2) A homesteader may; if he 
sO desires, perform the required 
residence duties by living on farm- 
ing laud ownéd solely by him, not 
less than eighty (80) acres in ex- 
tent, in the vicinity of his home- 
stead Joint ownership in land 


will not meet this requirement, 

(3) If the father (or mother, if 
the tather is deceased) of a home- 
steader has permanent residence 
on farming land owned soley by 
him not less than eighty (80) acres 
n extent in the vicinity of the 
homestead, or upon a homestead 
entered for by him in the vicinity, 


such bona may perform his 
own regj e duties by living with 
t her (or mother). 

(4) The term ‘‘vicinity’’ in the 
two preceeding paragraphs is defin- 
ed as meaning not more than nine 
miles in a direct line, exclusive of 
the width of road allowances cross- 
ed in the measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to 
perform his residence duties in ac- 
cordance with the above while liv- 
ing with parents or on farming 
land owned by himself must notity 
tue agent for the district of such 
intention,
